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It worries some innocent people greatly that anyone should warn 
against fellow Muslims. What a pity! What people do not know 
may cause them baseless worry if they allow to be led by emotions 
alone. Some even claim there are no creedal differences among 
Muslimsand nothing can be fartherfrom the truth. 

The scholars of the Ummah have never stopped warning against 
innovations in the guise of Muslim awakening: aligning with the 
Shi'ites, calling for protests, Hijaab Day, Aqsa Day, undermining 
Muslim rulers and similar evils that are central to the Da'wah of 
some people. Forget all the exaggerated concern they claim for 
Palestine. Palestine and the UNRWA issue is ony a smoke screen, 
an opportunity to vent their anger. The real pain of the group is 
the recent exposure of their nature and the warnings against 
them here and there as they seek undue alliance with Salafees and 
those who know them better have opposed the move. 

We reject their methodology of mocking the scholars and 
downplaying the Sunnah in all affairs in the name of expediency. 
The genuine scholars of the Ummah have never ceased to show 
concern and advise us with prophetic guidance on how to solve 
the problems of the Ummah holistically. Palestine just happens to 
be one of our problems and an obvious indicator of our weakness 
and humiliation in the hands of the enemy. Our problem as an 
Ummah is much deeper than that and our situation is well 
explained by the hadith: 

((When you engage in 'eenah (a kind of ribaa transaction), and you 
are complacent with breeding animals and and growing crops (i.e. 
you Muslims are pleased with just doing well in worldly pursuits) 
and you abandon jihad, Allah will bring some humiliation upon 
you which he will not lift until you return to your religion)) [Abu 
Dawud]. 

Today, we see this humiliation in the form of Muslims begging to 
be accepted as refugees in the lands of their enemies and having 
to survive even in their own lands on the charity of these enemies. 
Yet some have lost all sense of shame to appreciate this. They 
think only those who carry placards support the cause. 

In the hadith above, the Prophet talks to Muslims and yet says 
until we return to our religion. Obviously therefore, he means 
until we as an Ummah return to pristine Islam and adherence to 
the Sunnah and this will never be achieved through the union of 
evil creeds and Arab nationalism which is a greater concern in the 
hearts of many Arabs today than the pristine Islam that the 
Messenger says must be returned to. Many Arabs and non-Arabs 
alike would tell you to leave the creed and the Sunnah out of this 
matter. We just must use any means to get Palestine back; but 
would the Messenger lie in his prescription to us? 

In his Forty Hadith of Annawawi Sheikh Salih Ibnu 'Uthaymeen 
explains this matter better for those who genuinely want to know 
how Muslims should approach the Palestinian issue. 
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The ignorant one complains about Allaah to the people! And this 
is the worst type of ignorance, because if he truly knew his Lord he 
would have never complained, and if he knew (the nature) of 
people he wouldn't complain to them. 

Some of the salaf once saw a man complaining to another about 
his difficulties and poverty whereupon they said, "O so and so! 
Verily you did not gain from this complain of yours anything but 
the fact that you complained about one that shows mercy to... you 
(i.e. Allaah) to one that doesn't show you any mercy at all (i.e. 
man)" 

So the wise person complains TO Allaah (not ABOUT Allaah), and 
the best of them complains about their own shortcomings to 
Allaah not complaining about other peoples shortcomings. 

So the three different levels are: 

1. The worst - He whocomplainsabout Allaah to mankind. 

2. The middle - He whocomplainsaboutthe people to Allaah. 

3. The best - He who complains about his own shortcomings to 
Allaah.

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If Islam is measured with liberal democratic criteria, it will not be 
fully consistent. 






















Western colonial powers reached a point of hegemony in the 19th 
and 20th centuries. Through hard power (direct intervention) and 
soft power (media influence), they imposed their standard of 
morality onto the rest of the world. This moral framework is not 
Christianity, it is Western Individualism. 

Secularism, humanism, and feminism are all just logical 
conclusions of Individualism. They are branches from the same 
tree. But to what extent can we say that Individualism is the 
objective truth? Did the original philosophers of this ideology 
even intend for it to be the objective truth? Go through Hobbes or 
John Stuart Mill, they don't claim that Individualism is an 
objective universal truth, but rather that they are experiments of 
freedom that are most practical. So measuring Islam by this would 
be like measuring an object with a stretchy ruler - you'll never get 
a precise measurement. 

Just a few years ago, gay marriage was illegal in America, and now 
there is all this noise about homophobia and transphobia. Just a 
few years ago, marijuana was taboo, but it is now gradually being 
legalized. Some bite-the-bullet secularists are even questioning 
whether incest should be illegal, because certain forms of incest 
are not "directly harmful". Of course Islam will not be compatible 
with a measurement that is constantly fluid, changing, and in flux. 
Liberalism does not even attempt to falsify itself, rather it is 
focused on falsifying others. It salvages aspects of Greco-Roman 
civilization and Christianity that is consistent with individualism, 
and it discards everything else. 

The liberal thesis prioritizes the human being above everything 
else. The Islamic thesis prioritizes Allah. 

So what is the root of this tree of Individualism? Funny enough, it 
actually may be the Christian concept of Imago Dei - that man was 
created in the image of God. It is this idea that makes the 
individual the centre of the universe, whose will is sanctified 
above everything else. Hence, you have the concept of human 
rights, which itself is a contradiction, because rights are bestowed 
onto people by a higher power, not arrogated by the same people 
onto themselves. Humanism itself is a quasi worship of the human 
being, because everything including God Himself is cast aside in 
the name of human rights, liberty, democracy, and freedom. 

This is why I always say that secular humanism actually grew out 
of the carcass of Western Christianity. It uses Christian concepts of 
the soul and the divinity of personhood to build an entirely new 
moral framework that discards its root. It is a paradox. 

The identity of man in Islam is that he is a created servant. This is 
the same identity as all biotic and abiotic elements around us. We 
are a part of the ayah that is the great ayah of the creation. All is 
fleeting and all will perish but the face of Allah (28:88), which is 
simultaneously everywhere that we turn (2:115). He is recognized 
everywhere and behind everything, for He is the Apparent (al- 
Thahir) and the Hidden (al-Batin). The cosmological Creator, the 
everlasting Sustainer, and the ontological Perfection that we are 
all after. The individual is powerless on his own, and is only 
empowered by the Powerful. 

I seek refuge in Allah from the word "me". 
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Be with someone who reminds you of Allah. The Prophet said, "A 
person is likely to follow the faith of his friend, so be careful whom 
you befriend." [Abu Daawood &Tirmithi] 
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It is reported that Abdull a h b. Mas‘ u d - All a h be pleased with 
him - said: 


Do not be hasty in praising people or blaming them, for perhaps 
what pleases you from a person today will displease you 
tomorrow, and perhaps what displeases you today, will please 
you tomorrow. Indeed, people change. It is All a h who forgives 
the sins. And Allah is more merciful to his servant the day he 
meets him than a mother who lays out a bed for her child in an 
empty patch of land and feels [the ground]: if there is a risk of 
being stung, it will be her instead of him (her child), and if there is a 
riskof being pricked by a thorn, it will be her instead of him. 

Al-Bayhaq I, Shu abAI-Tm an article 6177, and others. 
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The Prophet ((ol^ <lJx. <dJl said: "It 
is not allowed to vow with something one 
does not possess. Cursing a believer or 
accusing him of unbelief is like killing 
him. He who commits suicide, Allah will 
punish him on the Day of Resurrection 
with whatever he killed himself with.” 
TirmidhT 2636 
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The strength of a man is not found in his use of harsh words or 
actions. Instead, the man who is strong uses his hands to uplift 
others and makes time to help even when his own world may be in 
tatters. A real man will use the skills our Creator has given him to 
improve the lives of anyone who is in need. 
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There is no doubt about the fact that one of the greatest diseases 
bedeviling the Muslim ummah today is bid'ah (innovations in the 
worship of Allaah). The Prophet % warned us about it. According 
many Scholars, the implication of innovating in Islaam is that the 
innovator is indirectly indicting the Prophet jh of not completing 
his message before he died. Whereas, in what seem to be the 
concluding message of the Qur'aan, Allaah says (interpretation of 
meaning): 

Today, I have completed your religion for you, and I have 
completed My Favour upon you, and I have chosen Islam for you 
asyour religion [Q5:3] 












There are many ahaadeeth (narrations) warning against bid'ah. In 
a narration, A'ishah, rodhiyallahu 'anha reported that the Prophet 
said: whoever introduces into our matter (religion of Islaam) 
that which is not from it will find it rejected. [Bukhari and Muslim]. 
In another hadeeth reported by Jaabir, rodhiyallahu 'anhu, the 
Prophet m said: you are warned on newly invented matters (in 
the deen), for all newly invented matters are innovations, every 
innovation is misguidance and every misguidance is in the Hell 
fire.[At-tirmidhi]. Due to these warnings; the Companions of the 
Prophet rodhiyallahu 'anhum used to be very conscious of the 
Sunnah in their deen and they avoided any form of bid'ah in their 
affairs. The taabi'een (those who succeeded the Companions) also 
followed the Companions in this manner. This is the best example 
to be followed by Muslims from one generation to another. But 
unfortunately, some Muslims allowed themselves to be deceived 
by their intelligence thereby giving preference to their intellect. 
They started introducing whatsoever they desired in the deen 
(religion) without proof from the Qur'aan and Sunnah. 

When the people of desires and innovations are corrected in a 
gentle and polite manner, they start giving several untenable 
excuses. One of their major claims is that: "it is not all bid'ah that is 
bad, there are bid'at hasanah". They would even add that 'Umar 
rodhiyallahu 'anhu believed that there was "bid'ah hasanah" 
(good innovation) without considering the context of that 
'Umar's speech or other relevant means of deducing rulings under 
the shari'ah. The need to clarify this statement of 'Umar, 
rodhiyllahu 'anhu becomes fundamentally imperative, in view of 
the fact that the people of bid'ah now use his statement to 
confuse the ordinary Muslims and invite them towards their 
bid'ah activities. May Allah make this clarification beneficial to us 
all. 


More so, it was narrated that 'Abd al-Rahmaan ibn 'Abd al-Qaari' 
said: I went out with 'Umar ibn al-Khattaab (may Allah be pleased 
with him) one night in Ramadan to the mosque, and the people 
were scattered, with one man praying by himself and another 
with a group of men following his prayer. 'Umar said: "I thinkthat 
if I gather them behind one reader, it will be better" . Then he 
decided to unite them behind Ubayy Ibn Ka'b. Then I went out 
with him on another night, and the people were praying behind 
their reader.'Umar said: 


What a good innovation this is. But the prayer that they forget 
aboutand sleep is betterthan theone they areoffering. [Bukhari] 


The statement of Umar Bin Khattab, rodhiyallahu 'anhu "good 
innovation" in the above hadeeth should never be taken as a 
justification for the establishment of bid'ah in the religion. 
Scholars of Sunnah have tried to explain to us time from time the 
implication of this Umar's comment on the concept of bid'ah. 
Bid'ah is an Arabic word that is used in describing new things. But 
we must be careful of the context of its usage so as not to fall into 
error. For instance, inventions in technology and science are 
known in Arabic as bid'ah too because they are new and strange 
things in our world. But they are not generally haram upon us 
because they have nothing to do with 'ibaadah (acts) 
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Prophet Muhammad (m) said:The most perfect believer in faith is 
he who is best in manners.

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What are the defects that must be disclosed 
to a potential marriage partner? 


What are the defects that must be disclosed to a potential 
marriage partner? 

I have been suffering from a mental illness for several years. For a 
while, I have been praying regularly, reading Qur'an, 
remembering Allah (dhikr), giving charity and helping people a 
great deal, and I am much better, but I feel that the illness is still 
lurking. Is it obligatory for me to inform anyone who proposes 
marriage to me about that? 


Praise be to Allah 


We ask Allah to heal you and grant you well-being. It seems to us 
that this illness is not real. If we assume that it is real, then we 
would say: if this illness would not have any impact on married life 
or on raising children, then there is no need to inform a 
prospective marriage partner about it. But if it does have some 
impact, in the sense that it may result in some problems after 
marriage that would prevent you from developing bonds of love 
and creating a tranquil home, then you must tell him about that, 
because concealing it would be a kind of deceit. It is proven that 
deceit is forbidden in general terms from the hadeeth of Abu 
Hurayrah (may Allah be pleased with him), according to which the 
Messenger of Allah (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) 
said: "Whoever deceives (people) does not belong to me." 
Narrated by Muslim, 102. 

You should not pay any attention to imaginary things with regard 
to your illness. Most such things are tricks of the Shaytaan, and are 
aimed at preventing you from getting married and keeping 
yourself chaste. 

The basic guidelines with regard to informing a suitor about 
illness in the prospective wife are as follows: 

1. if the sickness will have any impact on married life and will 
affect the wife's ability to fulfil her duties towards her husband 
and children; 

2. if it will be off-putting to the husband because of its 
appearanceor smell; 

3. if it is real and permanent, and is not something imagined or 
temporary that will disappear with the passage of time or after 
marriage. 

The scholars of the Standing Committee for Issuing Fatwas were 
asked: 


There is a young woman who is occasionally affected by periods of 
insanity, then it goes away again, and she goes back to normal for 
a period that may be long or short. Sometimes prospective suitors 
come to propose marriage to her, the family finds it difficult to 
arrange a marriage for her, because they do not know how to tell 
the prospective suitor about the situation and they are very 
hesitant, which leads to missing out on the opportunity to get 
married. Recently the family have decided that they would rather 
get her married to a person who has some kind of disability or 
other problem, so that it will be easier for him to accept her. Now 
there is a potential suitor who is infertile, and another who is the 
son of her paternal aunt, who has proposed to her and has stated
